W ireless operators picked up the 
President's wmrds out of the air and 
relayed them 
to Caribbean 
ports. 
Doubtless many ships in the-«* waters 
knew what was being said in W ash­ 
ington as soon as it was being dis­ 
tributed by* telegraph to this city. 
It is estimated that approxim ate­ 
ly 3 5,000 miles of telegraph wires 
and cables were called in j > use for 
the transmission of the message.
